Two of the new money-washing 
machines have been unpacked 
and set in place in the aubtreas- 
ary by Edward Smith, a Wash- 
ington expert. 

Each machine will have a ca- 
pacity of washing 0,000 bills an 
hour. The money goes in at one 
end of the machine dirty and 
wrinkled and comes out at the 
other practically as crisp and 
bright us a uew bill. 

Will Itvt Half Million 

When the twelve machines 
authorized by the government 
are installed in various subtrea*- 
■rMM about the countrv it is esti- 
mated they will save the govern- 
ment half a million dollars a year 
in printing and engraving bills. 

In addition to the two machines 
installed here, there ere four be- 
iug installed in New York and 
one each in the subtreasariea iai 
Baltimore, Boston, Cincinnati, 
New Orleans, Philadelphia and 
St. Louis, Mo. One has been in 
operation in Washington for 
nearlv a vear. 

Will Dttaet Counierfeiti 

The machine is a detecter of 
counterfeit money, as the gov- 
ernment export* are the only 
ones able to make papers aud 
inksthat will withstand the wash- 
lag and si.rubbiug t*;at the bills 
receive in the cleaning: process. 

The in 'chines will be operated 
by womeu, aa test has proven 
that lliey are more uexterou.- 
with their fingers in mmiipul 
ing the washers. Two women 
are required for each machine, 
and it is probably that the four 
persons required will be bmnglH 
directly from Washington, where 
they have had opportunity to be- 
come expert.
